John Pearce is being consid¬ 
ered a hero, even though he is 
modest about his actions, that 
saved a woman from drowning 
in the Niagara River back in 
June 2008. 

The 52-year-old Fleet 
Industries employee was 
watching the U.S. Open golf 
tournament on TV in his apart¬ 
ment along the Niagara 
Parkway, when he heard a situ¬ 
ation taking place outside, 
causing him to have a look out 
the window and see what was 
going on. 

"I heard a lot of commotion 
outside, something didn't 
seem right," said Pearce, who is 
one of 20 North American 
recipients of the prestigious 
Carnegie Medal, handed out by 
the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission, a group based 
out of Pittsburgh.

He ran down to the site, near the 
coal docks, and learned that the 
woman had lost her footing while 
fishing and began drifting down the 
Niagara River, about only 25 kilome¬ 
tres from Niagara Falls. 

Instead of entering the water at the 
exact point the woman, 57-year-old 
Mary Barnes had fallen in, he got into 
his car and drove further up the 
Parkway to Highland Avenue, about 
1,000 feet downstream, where he 
would intercept the distressed indi- 

Growing up in Fort Erie and swim¬ 
ming in the area, Pearce said he knew 
exactly how to handle the situation in 
that perspective. 

"I know the current and it's 
vicious," he said. 

One of the first things anyone 
would notice about Pearce, is that he 
obviously didn't commit this heroic 
act for the accolades or to garner 
media attention, he simply did it 
because he knew someone was in 

He also didn't do it because he 
thought three years down the road he 
might be recognized with one of the 
continent's most elite awards for 
bravery. 

"I'm not like that. I'm a really hum¬ 
ble kind of guy," said Pearce. 

With a sense of humour in place, 
Pearce said committing this act might

solidify him a comfortable spot in the 
afterlife. 

"I figure this gets me my ticket to 
the big party in the sky," he laughed. 

It has been nearly three years since 
the day all of this took place and there 
was coverage about it in the local 
media immediately after. Now, it has 
come full circle in a way, with him 
being one of the Commission's recip¬ 
ients for 2011. 

"I'm surprised it's come back 
around again," said Pearce. 

"But it's a very nice honour." 

Pearce lives only a short distance 
from where the incident took place 
and admits that every time he finds 
himself in that spot while taking his 
dogs out, it's hard not to not think 
about what happened that day three 
years ago. 

"We walk it almost everyday. It's 
something you won't forget." 

The woman he rescued was treated 
at hospital, only for minor injuries.

Local linesman 
calling the shots 
in several first

This is the time of year 
when hockey fans put some 
of their priorities to the side 
and are glued to the televi¬ 
sion all night, watching the 
National Hockey League 
(NHL) postseason action 
unfold. 

There is one local resi¬ 
dent who is right in the 
middle of all this action, 
more than most people 
could ever dream of. 

Brad Kovachik, is in his 
14th season as a full-time 
linesman with the NHL and 
has officiated the playoffs 
since 2002. 

In the first round, he has 
worn his stripes for games 
two and three in the 
Eastern Conference quar¬ 
ter-final between the 
Boston Bruins and 
Montreal Canadiens. 

He also hit the ice for 
game four between the Los 
Angeles Kings and San Jose 
Sharks, followed by game 
four between the Nashville 
Predators and Anaheim 
Ducks. Both of these games 
are also part of quarter final 
series' in the Western

Conference. 

Although the regular sea¬ 
son is always exciting and 
full of hard-hitting action, 
he said there is no time of 
year like what fans and 
players consider to be the 
league's second season. 

"There's no comparison 
between the regular season 
and the playoffs," he said in 
a phone interview with the 
Times, from his hotel room 
in Los Angeles. 

"The players are more 
intense, and the atmos¬ 
phere is very loud and 
intense," he added. 

Kovachik is one of 20 
linesman, out of the 34 in 
the NHL to be called up to 
the playoffs. 

After the first round, that 
number will be cut down to 
ten. As more teams are 
eliminated, there are less 
games to be officiated and 
the pool becomes smaller. 

Therefore, referees and 
linesman are under just as 
much pressure as some of 


the players. 

"We're under a lot more 
scrutiny in the playoffs than 
we are in the regular sea¬ 
son," he said. 

Every time the postsea¬ 
son arrives, Kovachik says 
he is "honoured" to be put 
to work. 

Officiating 75 games in 
the regular season is basi¬ 
cally a tryout for the play¬ 
offs, something he and his 

best they can landing a spot 
on the ice, along the quest 
to the Stanley Cup. 

"You work hard all year to 
get to the playoffs," he said. 

"You want to do the best 
job you can." 

When asked if he had any 
predictions as to who will 
advance the furthest or if 
there will be any upsets, he 
said it is a difficult question 
to answer. 

Referring to the Montreal 
Canadiens' unexpected run 
to the Eastern Conference 
finals last year, he said any¬ 
thing can happen. 

"Anybody can beat any¬ 
one, any night. That's the 
good part of the NHL these 
days," said Kovachik, who 
grew up in Woodstock, but 
has lived in Fort Erie with 
his wife Natalie for over ten 

Raising a young family, 
with a four-year-old and a 
newborn, and being on the 
road, is the most difficult 
part of his job, he said. 

"Being away for a week or 


difficult," he said. 

Another aspect of his 
occupation that was chal¬ 
lenging at first was not 
favouring the team he has 
cheered for his whole life, 
the Boston Bruins. 


When he first entered the 
league at the ripe age of 24 
in 1996, it was difficult at 
first. But with 14 years of 
experience under his belt... 
that all changes. 

"Those days have past 
and you have to put those 


feelings aside, and obvious¬ 
ly I don't have any 
favourites these days," he
